Let Sir William Goode send, while 
there is .vet time, the shipload of blan­

that was promised as late as last Feb­ 
ruary. 
This could be distributed by 
the* Serbian Relief Fund and could, 
if necessary, be delivered against pay­ 
ment by the Serbian 
Government. 
The cost would be very smalt and it 
would save thousands of lives.

profit, could only be remedied by uni­ 
fication of the whole mining industry, 
which should be operated first, so as 
to give the miners, a decent standard 
of living and second, so as to give 
the public coal at the lowest possible 
cost. 
Briefly, the Government's position 
is: Inefficient methods in conducting 
the mining industry, are admitted, 
but ¿hese can be remedied and nyners 
given a better standard of living and 
guaranteed better working conditions 
without nationalization of the mines, 
the minis' should continue to be op­ 
erated privately, although the State 
will purchase the mineral rights and 
thereby eliminate coal royalties. The 
•^overpmcni will pledge 'itself to im­ 
preve miners’ borne conditions and set 
up pit committees, with miners’ rep­ 
resentation, to deal with safety ques­ 
tions. 
But, flatly, the Government 
will not countenance the miners de- 
%lre to snare in the business manage­ 
ment of the mines. 
Robert 8m II lie, veteran leader of 
the coal heavers, and his vigorous 
lieutenant, Frank Hodges, graduate 
of Rusk in college, Oxford, challenge 
the Government’s position, which they 
declare to be dictated, not in tho 
interests of either the public or the 
miners, but of tbs coal operators. 
Sufficient data wss developed by 
the coal probe te give these facile 
expounders of workmen’s rights aft 
excellent opportunity to gain wide 
support 
They are prepared to make 
the most of it in a national campaign. 
The miners’ leaders hope to influ 
ence the majority of trpde union men, 
and make the issue a clear cut one by 
all 
adherents 
of 
nationalisation 
against the Government 
It will be 
the country a first fight of that char­ 
acter.
